in North Dakota to increase their debt 
limit from five per cent to ten per 
cent of their assessed valuation for the 
purpose ot erecting school buildings, 
is about to 'be tested in a Ramsey 
county case in district court. Lewis 
Viger and thirteen other taxpayers 
and residents of the Edmore Special 
School District of Edmore, North Da- 
kota through their attorneys Plynn, 
•Traynor & Traynor of iDevils Lake 
have brought an action in the district 
•court of Hamsey county against the 
board of education of the village of 
Edmore and against a number of par- 
ties who hold warrants issued for the 
erection of a school building at Ed- 
more which warrants are claimed by 


i the Plaintiffs to be in excess of the 


however, that the legislature has not 
pasa'd anv statutory provision in ha 
mony with the constitutional amend 
ment and the old statute limits th 
indebtedness of a school district t 
five per cent of its assessed valuation 
The attorney general'* office has there 
fore held that the constitutional, pr< 
vision that a school djstriot may it 
crease its debt limfc an9 additional five 
per cent, thus making the total limi 
ten per cent of the assessed valuation 
Is not operative because of the fact 
that the legislature has failed to pas 
any law to put it into effect. The 
Edmore School District, thinking tha 
they had legally authorized the in 
creasing of the debt limit and the, is- 
suance of the $30,000 worth of bond* 
proceeded to complete the erection ol 
their school building at an expense of 
$30,000 or $40,000 and issued warrants 
to the contractors and others to <pa] 
therefore. When they came to market 
their bonds to the-Board of University 
and. School Lands, however, the bonds 
were refused lor the reason that the 
attorney general ruled that the indebt- 
edness was in excess of the legal debt 
limit as provided by law. 


Warrants Holders Are Defendants. 
It is the contention of the plaintiffs 


in this action that these warrants 
amounting to $30,CPO or $40,Mfl are al 
in eyi'-ia of »hp legal five per cent 
debt limit'and that therefore are 11 
legal and void. The persons holding 
the warrants have been made defend 
ants and the Blairitiits ask that all ol 
fie warrants be retired and cancelled 
for the reason that thsy are wholly 
void. 
' The case is of considerable public- 
interest for the reason that a number 
of school districts are in much the 
tame ililemViia as Edmore School Dis 
trict finds itself. The city of Devils 
Lake is in the same boat. The Board 
of Education here held a special elec- 
tion to authorize the Issuance of-bonds 
for the erection qf a $350,000 high 
school building and at that election the 
people of the city voted to Increase 
the deibt limit an additional five Per 
cent and that these bonds be issued. 
Devils Lake, for the same reason* as 
Edmore, has been unable to market 
any ibonds and for that reason Devils 
Lake has taken no stejfe towards the 
erection of the new high school build- 
ing.

in it. It says to those wtoo are sick, 
those who are sorrowful, those who 


• are tearful and those who are poverty 


stricken, in the words of Jesus, 
'Come unto me, all )>e that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest 
Take my yoke upon you, 


and learn of me; for I am meek and 
lowly in heart; and ye shall find rest 


• unto your souls. For my yoke is easy, 
"and my burden is light.' 
Christian 


Science offers you sure surcease from 
sorrow and fear, it has a panacea for 
all your ills and your misfortunes and 
it comes with a heart full of love and 
compassion, with healing'in its wings 
and with a world ot joy and happjness 
for all. In Christian Science the sack- 
cloth and ashes are exchanged for the 
oil of gladness. As foretold in the 
vision of St. John, 'And God shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes; 
and there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain; for the 
former things are passed away.'

words: 
'Thy kingdom comeT 
Thy 


will be done in earth, as it is In 
heaven.' That which ' enabled the 
disciples of Jesus' time to heal th< 
aick, cast out demons and even raisi 
the dead was intended for you and for 
me just as much as for the disciples 
otherwise the marvelous works and 
teachings of Jesus are of no avail as 
our Savior. There is nothing in the 
Bible and in the teachings and work* 
of the Master to excuse us in the leas' 
for not healing the sick by prayer and 
"spiritual means in accord with the 
commands of Jesus.
